Wealthy Young Broker

DENVER, March 1.—(?)—Charles 
Boettcher II, wealthy Denver broker, 


kidnaped February 12, was released 
tonight by his abductors and returned 
to his home at 10:15 p. m. (mountain 
standard time). 
\ The Denver Post said he was freed 
after a represéntative of Claude K. 
Boettcher, father of the young broker, 
had paid $60,000 ransom to the ab- 
ductors in a secret rendezvous near 
Denver. . : 

Chief of Police Albert T. Clark de- 
nied a ransom had been paid. 

First reports were that young 
Roettcher was found in good health 
at East Thirty-fourth avenue and 


a motor car at that ‘point. 
Officers Pursue Car. 

Meanwhile practically the ‘entire 
force of Denver city detectives was in 
hot pursuit of the kidnapers, who 
were reported fleeing toward northern 
Colorado. 

Officers of Adams county, notified 
by Denver police to be on the lookout 
for a small sedan, attempted to stop a 
ear of that description four miles 
south of Brighton, Col., 
shortly before 9 o'clock. 

The car failed to heed an order to 
stop and the officers fired several 
charges of buckshot into it. Two men

Not at Home. 

Immediately after his release young 
Boettcher went to a telephone and 

alled a taxi to take him to his home, 
molice said. 

Officers, upon learning of his re- 
Jease, rushed to the Boettcher resi- 
lence to question him in the hope of 
Jearning the identity. of the kidnapers 
and the place where he was held cap- 
ive more than two weeks, but report- 
ol they did not find him there. 

James LB, Grant, attorney, who has 
yveen one of the closest advisers of 
the Boettcher family in the case, veri- 
fied the report that Boettcher was 
safe, but refused to say where he had 
Deen taken. 

Asked if he was at the home of his 
father or his own home, Grant replied : 
‘Neither.” 

Friends of the family expressed the 

pinion that the kidnapers. had taken 
young Boettcher away with them from 
he place at which the ransom was 
paid, to ere: them that they would 
mot be fired upon, and then dropped 
iim off on the street corner where he 
was freed,

Japanese Capture of 
Lingyuan and Chihfeng 
Leaves Chinese Only 
Edge of Province.

The Japanese army has swept away 
two of the great defensive barriers 
protecting the capital of the province 


of Jehol. ' 

They hav~ seized the cities of Linz- 
yuan and Chihfeng, where the Chi- 
nese had been expected to put up 
their strongest resistance against the 
invaders. These cities control moun- 
tain passes leading to the capital. 

Dispatches from the front reveal 
that only the southern fringe of the 
western mountain wastes of Jehol re- 
mains in Chinese hands. 

At Nanking the government of 
China announced it was making rep- 
resentations to Great Britgin concern- 
ing the British arms embjrgo affect- 
ing both China and Japan. 

The Chines: contend that this em- 
bargo plays into the hands of,the 
Japanese, who already are heavily 
armed, while China must depend on 
materials of war from abroad. 

At Derby, England, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer Neville Chamberlain 
said in a dinner speech that “in fo 
circumstances are we to allow this 
country to be drawn into war with 
Japan.” 

He was cheered. 


TWO CHINESE STRONGHOLDS 
ARE CAPTURED BY JAPAN 


SUICHUNG, Manchuria, March 1. 

(P)—The two great Chinese strong- 
holds which blocked the path to Jehol 
city, capital of Jehol province, fell 
to the Japanesé invaders today. 
_ Shortly after nightfall General Hei- 
jiro Hattori’s Fourteenth brigade en- 
tered the city of Lingyuan, only about 
‘9 miles from the capital. Brisk 
fighting, the Rengo (Japanese) News 
Agency correspondent reported, pre- 
ceded the occupation. ‘ 

Earlier in the day the Japanese an- 
nounced that the Fourth cavalry 
brigade, commanded by Major Ken- 
nosuke Mogi, had seized Chihfeng, 
which is about 100 miles northeast of 


the capital. 


(Previous dispatches from the scene 
said main Chinese defense forces were 
concentrated at Lingyuan and Chih- 
feng. These two cities are situated 
at key passes leading through the 
mountains to Jehol city. Some Peiping 
observers expected the Chinese to hold 
the two cities several weeks.)

Measures Rushed To 
Lighten ‘Debt Burden;

An uncertain fate tonight awaited 
the Smith cotton relief bill at the 
White House. 

The measure, intended to raise cot- 
ton prices through a combination 
acreage reduction and pooling plan, 
was sent to President Hoover with 
completion of congressional action. 

Administration senators expressed 
doubt that the bill would be signed, 
while sponsors of the measure, in- 
cluding Senator Smith, democrat, 
South Carolina, its author, claimed 
they had reason to believe it would 
receive White House approval. 

The bill was sent to the president 
early in the afternoon after the sen- 
ate accepted without a record vote 
and with only a few audible ‘noes’ 
amendments which had been. tacked 
on by the house. 

During the brief debate, Senator 
King, democrat, Utah, denounced the 
proposal as tending to “perpetuate 
the evil that has grown up under the 
farm board” and as “projecting the 
government again into the buying and 
selling of commodities.” 

Smith and Senator McKellar, demo- 
crat, Tennessee, urged its approval, 
the former declaring it “may be the 
beginning in the break in the dead- 
lock of the commodity price depres- 
sion.” 

Those predicting a veto of the bill 
based their belief on the fact that all 
republicans in the. house except those 
in cotton textile centers, voted against 
it. The house passed it yesterday by 
the narrow margin of five votes, or 
188 to 183. 

Under the bill, if cotton planters 
this year cut their acreage by 30 per 
cent they would be permitted to share 
in the pooling of federalsfinanced cot- 
ton equivalent to the amount of their 
reductions. The benefits are expected 
to come from higher prices resulting 
from the curtailed output.

New Yorkers, Franklin D. Roosevelt 
motored down the Hudson river valley 
tonight on the first stage of his trip 
to the White House. 

Reaching his New York city home 
at dusk, the president-elect received a 
group of important visitors before 
turning to the final chores of packing 
for tomorrow’s train ride to Washing- 
ton. 

William H. Woodin, the new secre- 
tary of the treasury, met: Mr. Roose- 
velt here with a fresh report on the 
business situation. He was cheerful 
as usual after his Washington visit. 

Joshing with newspapermen about 
his meeting with Mr. Woodin, the 
light-hearted president-elect said: “We 
were talking about a place for him 
to stay in Washington.” 

The two are undoubtedly watching 
the economic situation but there is 
no sign of apprehension on their part. 

_The president-elect has not revealed 
his program at all, holding fire until 
after Saturday’s inauguration, but 
there is a growing conviction among 
his intimates that he is prepared for 
swift action. 

An early session of the new congress 
undoubtedly will be called by him but 
he is watching first the fast-moving 
developments of the closing seventy- 
second congress which goes out of 
existence on Saturday noon. 

Until then he will make no an- 
nouncement about a special session.

ly approved by an almost 2-to-1 vote. 

The measure which will be present- 
ed to the senate not later than Mon- 
day was speeded through the house in 
exactly two days. Usually the han- 


dling of an appropriations bill re- 
quires a week or more. The bill was 
hafidled under the direction of Rep- 
resentative Roy V. Harris, of Rich- 
mond county, elected chairman of the 
committee of the whole, while the com- 
mittee’s recommendations were pre- 
sented and argued by its chairman, 
Representative W. W. Mundy, of 
Polk county.

Articles of Impeachment 
To BeLaid Before House 


Will. Charge Job-Selling, 
Bribery, Malfeasance in 


Officeand Incompetence. 


TRIAL BY SENATE 
TO BE DEMANDED 


Representatives Will Ask 
House To Accept Im- 
peachment Paper  In- 
stead of Sisk Report.

Articles of impeachment demanding 
the removal from office of Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture G. C. Adams 
will be laid before the house imme- 
diately after the Sisk committee now 
investigating alleged job-selling in the 
department of agriculture makes its 
report, Representatives Stonewall H. 
Dyer, of .Coweta county, and J. M. 
C. Townsend, of Dade county, an- 
nounced Wednesday, 

The house will be asked to accept 
the articles of impeachment instead 
of the Sisk committee report and move 
immediately to bring Commissioner 
Adams before the bar of the senate 
for trial, Dyer and Townsend said. 

Commissioner Adams, informed 
Wednesday night of the announcement 
by Townsend and Dyer, said he had 
no statement to make at ‘this time 
concerning the proposed charges. 

According to the representatives the 
articles will accuse Commissioner 
Adams of job selling, bribery, general 
incompetence and malfeasance in of- 
fice. The code sections to be quoted in 
the articles, Dyer and Townsend said, 
will be No. 270 of the penal code 
and Nos. 6429, 6424 and 6425 of the 
general code. The penal code section 
relates to bribery, while the general 
code sections are those providing for 
impeachment of state officials. 

Bribery is Charged. 

“The Sisk investigating committee 
already has demonstrated that jobs 
were bought by persons now employed 
in the department of agriculture,” 
Representative Dyer said in announc- 
ing that the articles would be present- 
ed to the house. “There also has been 
bribery committed, and the commis- 
sioner by his own admission is guilty 
of general incompetence and malfeas- 
ance. The very fact that he claims 
he did not know of the job selling ac- 
tivities of his‘campaign manager and 
director of the bureau of markets, J. 
W. Rountree, is evidence enough of 
his incompetence. If he is not guilty 
of conspiracy with Rountree he cer- 
tainly is unfit to hold such a high of- 
fice in the state government.” 

Townsend sai¢c that he had received 
private information from sources he 
refused to divulge which would war- 
rant the filing of the charges. Dyer. 
too, said he had been making a per- 
sonal investigation and that the evi- 
dence he had unearthed on his own 
investigation warranted trial by the 
senate.

Passage of the motor vehicle bill 
limiting gross weight of load and 
vehicle to 15,000 pounds and restrict- 
ing dimensions of motor vehicles to 35 
feet long, 96 inches wide and 144.0 
inches high, will be urged on the 
senate under a 13-to-7 vote Wednes- 
day of the highways committee. Sen- 
ators E. H. Conner, of Unadilla, and 
Pat Haralson, of Blairsville, will file 
a minority report opposing the bill. 
The committee amended the bill so 
as to allow exemption of trucks car- 
rying telegraph poles and other logs, 
under special permission from the 
highway department. Wiley L. Moore, 
president of the Wofford Oil Com- 
pany, spoke against the bill, charging 
that it would legislate oil trucks from 
the highways and increase the cost 
of distributing gasoline. The commit- 
tee also approved a bill requiring the 
highway department to employ con- 
victs in constructing and maintaining 
state-aid roads. 

Gaining the attention of the senate 
on a point of personal privilege, Sena- 
tor Robert W. Campbell, of Covington, 
Wednesday read a letter which he 
said bore the stamped signature of 
Ben T. Watkins, Macon chief of police 
and president of the Georgia County 
and Peace Officers’ Association.

The general assembly dropped other 
matters long enough today to adopt a 
free conference report on a bill ex- 
tending until June 1 the time for pay- 
ment of 1932 property taxes. The 
measure is expected to reach the gov- 
ernor tomorrow. 

A 5 per cent penalty, due today, is 
being withheld pending outcome of the 
legislation. The bill provides a 2 per 
cent penalty. 

After weeks of debate on a house 
bill reducing the price of automobile 
-licenses by 50 per cent, the senate 
adopted an amendment providing such 
a reduction to cars four years old or 
older. The measure did not reach a 
vote. The senate again disapproved a 
l-cent increase in the gasoline tax, 
in connection with the proposed li- 
cense fee reduction. 

Another extension in the time for 
purchase of 1933 licenses was pro- 
posed by the house, which sent the 
senate a resolution asking extension 
of the final date from March 7 to 
March 20. The resolution would not 
have the force of law, and Ben M. 
Sawyer, chief highway commissioner, 
said that, unless the statutes were 
changed, cases would be made against 
persons who had not bor ;sht - tags 
March 7.

The committee reported that the 
last commissioner of agriculture (Gov- 
ernor Talmadge) placed the present 
commissioner (G. C. Adams) on the 
pay roll for one and a half months 
at a salary of $200 a month before 
Adams’ term began so that Adams 
might familiarize himself with the 
“complicaced” department.

The committee found that “ in no 
department of the state are salaries 
so completely out of proportion with 
existing conditions as in the comp- 
troller-general’s office.” It recom- 
mended that the organization for col- 
lecting the gross receipts tax be elimi- 
nated as the tax. went out more than 
a year ago. 

The committee found that there is 
lack of uniformity: in working hours 
for all state departments, and said 
that the present required hours do not 
exceed 39 a week, and that the depart- 
ments should be kept open 45 uniform 
hours a week, 

Installation of a central telephone 
switchboard in the capitol building 
was suggested. 

The committee reported that sal- 
aries paid heads of departments and 
employes are “very irregular for the 
same class of service,” and suggested 
that adjustments be made.

Claude K. Boettcher, who, after read- 
ing the ransom demand, called po- 
lice. There followed one of the most 
intensive man hunts in the history of 
Colorado. 

Armed with a fairly good descrip- 
tion of the kidnapers as furnished by 
Mrs. Boettcher, police and federal in- 
vestigators under the direction of Po- 
lice Chief Albert T. Clark at once 
started rounding up suspects. 

Convinced that the crime was per 
petrated by members of Denver liq- 


uor rings, police activity was con-| 


centrated on known bootleggers. 

Scores of arrests followed during 
the next few weeks, but Mrs. Boett- 
cher was unable to identify any of 
the suspects as the man who had 
handed her the ransom note and had 
taken her husband away. 

Gangster Suspect Slain. 

On February 18 the investigation 
took a sensational turn with the gang 
slaying of Joseph P. Roma, “the lit- 
tle North Denver grocer,’ who was 
the admitted ruler of Colorado liquor 
rings. Police at first believed shoot- 
ing of Roma was connected with the 
Boettcher kidnaping, but later came to 
the conclusion it was purely the out- 
growth of rivalry in the liquor traffic. 

Two days after the Roma killing, a 
definite split developed between police 
and members of the Boettcher family. 
Claude Boettcher reveald he was ne- 
gotiating privately with the kidnapers 
and was refusing to turn over to po- 
lice notes he had received from them. 
Chief Clark did relax his vigilance,

By Woman’s Discovery 

JOPLIN. Mo., March 1.—(4)— 
A woman laboratory worker, Miss 
Pearl Moorman,.has annourtced dis- 
covery of a chemical formula for re- 
viving animals pronounced dead 
from asphyxiation by gas.

Examination by the National Safe- 
ty Council of automobile accident 
records in every stgtenjmethe Union 
during the past 15 Years-reveals that 
in the states which have enacted 
drivers’ license laws the deaths from 
motor crashes have been reduced 
31 per cent below what they would 
have been if the rate had followed 
the increase in states without such 
laws. 

The St. Louis Times and Star ob- 
serves that the results of this in- 
vestigation “leaves nothing of the 
case against a dri\-rs’ license law 
except the desire of reckless, 
drunken or otherwise irresponsible 
drivers to go on driving and kill- 
ing, killing and driving, as long as 
the state will let them.” 

On the basis of the 31 per cent 
reduction in fatalities in states hav- 
ing license laws, automobile deaths 
would have been decreased in Geor- 
gia by nearly 2,000 during the past 
10 years. The waste of these lives, 
representing every class of our citi- 
zenship, is attributable to the fail- 
ure of the state legislature to pro- 
vide the protection which has been 
proved effective wherever tried. 

Automobile crashes are now tak- 
ing between 600 and 700 lives an- 
nually in Georgia. The experience 
of other states proves that 200 of 
these lives would be saved by the 
enactment of a drivers’ license law. 

It will be well for the members 
of the present égislature to bear in 
mind that if they refuse to approve 
the bill now before them, the re- 
sponsibility for the needless sacri- 
fice of these lives will rest upon 
their shoulders.

“Shadows Above 
Europe.” 

Whatever opinions one may have 
on Signor, Mussolini’s political creed, 
it must be conceded that he is a real- 
ist and that he never hesitates to tell 
the truth, as he sees it, even if the 
truth hurts. This is the wisest course 
a statesman can take. To hide the 
reality, to hush, to smooth over a 
grave situation with fine phrases any 
clever journalist can do that. But 
that sort of tactics do not help in the 
.east. 

Speaking to 2 newspaperman of the 
Parisian journal, Intransigeant, Mus- 
solini referred to the work he had un- 
dertaken in the Pontine ‘marshes. The 
soil has been dried up and rows of 
villages are arising in this area which 
was formerly infested with pestilential 
palaria vapors, so that ne human 
habitation had been possible for near- 
ly a thousand years. As Mussolini 
outlined his program for the future, 
he noticed that the French reporter 


grew enthusiastic about it. The jour- 
nalist, in fact, said so in response to 
a question of the Duce. And then 
Mussolini said: “Of course, these 
great public works are all very well 
and we are not alone in undertaking 
thm. Every country is doing work 
of a similar character during the 
crisis. But we must not grow enthu- 
Siastic over such work. The work is 
necessary and salutary as a measure 
to check unemploymeht, but it is not 
a solution of the crisis.. It is a mere 
palliative. It must not be mistaken 
for the main task. The main task is 
to down the crisis.”’ 

“How can that be dpne?” stammer- 
ed the French reporter.completely tak- 
en aback, : 

“In the first place,” said Mussolini, 
“some men ought to sit around a 
table and talk frankly. I mean frank- 
ly,’ the Duce added. “There is no 
use making a big noise about some 
coming conference and inundate the 
world with publicity. Better four or 
five representatives of the big nations 
sitting down and talking without re- 
serve than all the streams of palaver. 
But remember well what I say,” he 
added once moré; “if the shadows 
above Europe and above the world are 
to be dissipated, it is time to act, there 
isn’t a minute to lose. If we don’t suc- 
ceed in talking frankly, events will

Mike Levee formally resigned from 
the directors’ board of the producers’ 
branch of the Academy of Motion Pic- 
ture Arts and Sciences. But in so do- 
ing he made a few startling charges. 
Said Levee: 

“The motion picture industry has 
been milked dry by parasites and in- 
competents and the stockholders have 
been left holding the sack. 

“Depression is only an incident—a 
convenient alibi for those responsi- 
ble for sending one of America’s great- 
est businesses into wholesale bank- 
ruptcy. We are facing a new deal, 
and the relatives and incompetents 
who have been feeding at the trough 
of gold will be lost in the shuffle. It 


is unfortunate that we have come to 


this realization at such terrific ex- 
pense. The days of wanton waste and 
gross inefficiency have passed. The in- 
dustry, if it had been conducted along 
business-like lines, could have avoided 
the current receiverships which, it is 
now claimed, are the ju&tifiable re- 
sults of general conditiens. 

“Now we must get back to funda- 
mentals and rebuild the industry from 
the bottom up. Creative ability must 
be recognized for its true Worth and 
ever again become the pawns in a 
game of high finance and stock manip- 
ulation.” 

Levee denounced in his speech the 
“growing practice of producers to 
glorify smut and immorality on the 
screen, 
master minds who select our film 
themes or displace them entirely,” he 
said. “Many of Hollywood’s best 
writers have revolted against the cur- 
rent studio taste for vulgar stories, 
knowing the industry is headed for 
nay trouble if this condition per- 
sists.’ 


Roosevelts Hold Last Dinner 
Before Leaving for Capital

NEW YORK, March 1.—(UP)— 
The Roosevelt family dined together 
in their home here tonight for the 
first time in more than a week and 
probably for the last time in many 
weeks, 

The journey to Washington for the 
inauguration Saturday also began to- 
night, with James Rogsevelt, the old- 
est son, leaving for the national eap- 
ital, where tomorrow he will meet his 
wife on her arrival from Thomasville, 
Ga. The younger sons, Franklin Jr.. 
and John, arrived from Groton school 
tonight and will go with President- 
elect and Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
on the special train tomorrow. 

Mrs, Curtis B. Dall, their only 
daughter, will leave on the 2:30 
o'clock train tomorrow with her two 
children, Curtis, nearly 6, and Anna 
“leanor, nearly 3, accompanied by 
their nurse. Mr. Dall will go later. 

Mr. and Mrs. Elliott Roosevelt are 
to drive down, and expect to reach 
Washington Saturday. The president- 
elect’s mother, Mrs. James Roosevelt, 
will go on the train with her gon. 

The future first lady spent most of 
today at her office, after aftending 
opening exereises at Todhunter school 
this morning. She assured her pupils 
she will continue as vice principal. 
and invited the senior class to speni 
an April week-end seeing Washington 
and the federal government in oper- 
ation. She will be in her office again 
tomorrow morning. 

Mrs. Roosevelt’s time in Washing- 


ton Friday and Saturday will be fully 
occupied. Friday she will meet Wash- 
ington newspaperwomen at her May- 
flower hotel sitting room at noon. At 
2:30 p. m. she will attend a recep- 
tion in her honor at the Women’s Na- 
tional Democratic Club. An _ hour 
later will find her at the Congressional 
Club. Then she and her husband will 
call on the president and Mrs. Hoo- 
ver. If possible. she will attend the 
dinner for members of the electoral 
college that night, and will go from 
there to thé concert for unemploy- 
ment relief, remaining 45 minutes. 
Her day will end with the reception 
to the governors at the Pan-American 
building, 

The president-elect and Mrs. Roose- 
velt will start inaugural day with serv- 
ices at St. John’s Episcopal church. 
Then they will go to the White House 
and with President and Mrs. Hoover 
will start the ride to the capitol for 
the inauguration. Mrs. Hoover and 
Mrs. Roosevelt will sit in the senate 
gallery as the old congress dies and as 
Speaker John N. Garner takes the 
oath of office as vice president. 

After the inauguration, Mrs, Roose- 
velt will be hostess to 500 luncheon 
guests, 2,000 tea guests, and finally 
to 72 relatives of the Roosevelts at a 
buffet dinner.

TONSILLECTOMY HAS BEEN 
OVERDONE IN ENGLAND TOO. 

Rich children in England are four 
times as likely to be subjected ‘to re- 
moval of tonsils as are poor children, 
according to a thoughtful analysis of 
the tonsillectomy situation by Glover 
and Wilson in the British Medical 
Journal. 

This is just another reason why it 
is lucky for a kid to be poor.\After 
all it is not the poor little rich kid 
that gets all the breaks. 

These English physicians call at- 
tention to the fact that tonsillitis is 
at least as frequent among the poor 
as it is among the rich. 

Reading between the lines, as some 
of us lowlife scoundrels do, it would 
seein that the doctors over there pre- 
fer to operate when the outlook is 
bright for a good fee. But you can’t 
get the right view of the situation that 
way. You must take into consideration 
also the fact that righ children are 
pampered more than poor children 
are. with excess of clothing, over- 
heated abodes, pap or refined food, 
and hence they are more susceptible to 
overgrowth of adenoid tissues, so that 
their tonsils appear more abnormal to 
casual inspection. 

These investigators report that the 
effects of tonsillectomy on rheuma- 
tism, chorea and heart trouble are 
doubtful and they declare there is no 
sufficient cause for the routine re- 
moval of tonsils in a rheumatic or 
potentially rheumatic child, simply as 
measure of prophylaxis against rheu- 
matism. (In ye olde countree the doc- 
tors still stolidly call it rheumatism, 
the weather and climate being what 
it is over there, and it never occurs 
to anybody to remark “Indeed? And 
what is the nature of this rheuma- 
tm, Doctor?” ) 

Then the English investigators de- 
scribe observations made on the rela- 
tive incidence of upper respiratory in- 
fections among children of moderately 
well-to-do people in boarding schools, 
some 14,000 children in their early 
‘teens, some of them still having their 
tonsils intact, more than half having 
had tonsils removed. They could gee 
no advantage from the operation in 
this respect, including the question of 
susceptibility of diphtheria and scar- 
let fever, middle ear inflammation. 
and mastoiditis. Their observations 
confirm and sunnvort the observations 
of Dr. Ruby L. Cunningham in re- 
spect to the effects of tonsillectomy 
in a similar number of college wom- 
en. We told of Dr. Cunningham's dis- 
tinguished contribution here some time 
ago. 

"The final opinion of Drs. Glover 
and Wilson is. that a large proportion 
of the tonsillectomies now done in 
children are unnecessary, entail some 
risk, and give little or no return.

federal reserve board. and others. 


SNOW FORESEEN 
FOR INAUGURATION 

WASHINGTON, March 1.— 
Of a sudden, Washington took on its 
inauguration tang today. 

Waiting the arrival of President- 
elect Franklin D. Roosevelt tomor- 
row, fhere could be detected in the 
quickening activity an eagerness for 
the Saturday, climax to hurry along, 
for congress to resolve its troubles 
with as little ado as possible, to give 
over for a day at least to parade and 
carnival. 

Visitors crowded in with mounting 
profusion. A sharp and cold March 
wind for several hours whipped the 
flags and bunting that dress the 
strects.

ASA CANDLER 200 
SUED FOR $25 000 


Mary L. Smith, 
Neighbor, Complains of 
Noise Made by Animals. 


The Asa G. Candler zoo, on Briar- 
cliff road, again became the targ_t of 
court action Wednesday ,when Mrs. 

L. Smith, of Briar- 
circle, N. E., filed suit 
$25,000 damages. She claims 
that /ffie zoo is a nuisance for 
many reasons, among them being that 
it is the source of loud noises, “roar- 
ing of lions, trumpeting of elephants, 
screeching of baboons, chattering of 
monkeys, calling of birds and similar 
noises.” 

The suit, filed in city court at De- 
eatur by A.'en Post and Mark Bold- 
ing, of the iw firm of Howell, Hey- 
man & Bolding, asks for $8,000° ac- 
tual damages to her property, which 
is located just opposite the zoo, and 
for $17,000 exemplary damages. 

Mrs. Smith alleges that ‘approxi- 
mately 18 months ago the defendant‘ 
brought upon the land belonging to 
him a large collection of “vicious, 
ferocious and dirty animals which 
comprise what is generally known as 
the ‘Asa G. Candler Zoo.’” She con- 
tinues that, “for want of sufficient in- 
formation,” she cannot specifically 
name each “and every animal, bird, 
insect, reptile or beast contained in 
the zoo,” but that she does know that 
“lions, buffaloes, elephants, baboons, 
monkeys, chimyanzees and many oth- 
er similar wid animals are therein 
contained.” 

She bases her action on the fact 
that the land Mr. Candler purchased 
for his home was restricted to resi- 
dential purposes only. She claims that 
the drainage { m the zoo emptiés into 
a stream in front of her home and 
that noxious odors arise at all times 
from the zoo and its inmates. She al- 
leges that the place is a nuisance and 
is being operated in defiance of her 
protest as well as others. The noises 
keep her and members of her house- 
hold from sleeping at night “with any 
degree of comfort,” she sets out. 

The animals are insecurely kept, 

Mrs. Smith contends, and “have 
escaped and may escape again.” ‘The 
annoyance of the alleged nuisance is 
substantial, ‘she asserts in her peti- 
tion, and will annoy “persons of nor- 
mal sensibilities, causing them fear, 
danger and discomfort, harm to their 
health, decreased value to their prop- 
erty, noise, noisome odorg atmos- 
pherie pollution and other severe dis- 
comforts.”

King predicted the bill would “dis- 
astrously affect the cotton market and 
the farmer.”

Smith contended the government- 
financed surplus was having a “‘de- 


spressing effect on the market” and 


said his bill held great promise for 
the cotton grower this year. 

To the White House went the dras- 
tic emergency bankruptcy revision 
bill for the relief of railroads, indi- 
viduals and farmers and the Smith 
cotton measure “fo bolster the income 
of the southern farmer. 

A while later, the senate swiftly 
approved the Hull-Walcott mortgage 
foreclosure moratorium bill to give 
small home-owners a breathing spell 
against indebtedness. The measure 
now awaits house action. 

Committees in both branches of con- 
gress moved nimbly toward a final 
decision on legislation providing for 
bond moratoriums by municipalities. 
Mayor Frank Murphy, of Detroit, 
said favorable action was “absolutely 
necessary.” 

Guaranty Vote Urged. 

In the house, Chairman Steagall, 
of the banking committee, asked quick 
enactment of his bank deposit guar- 
anty bill. He expressed thé opinion 
there was little likelihood of the 
Glass banking r@vision measure get- 
ting through at this session. 

Meanwhile, advantage was taken of 
any let-up in other activities to push 
appropriation bills along the legisla- 
tive trail. The house sent the $315,- 
000,000 navy department appropria- 
tion bill to conference to bring dif- 
ferences with the senate into con- 
formity. 

It accepted a compromise with the 
senate on the $956,000,000 treasury- 
postoffice supply bill granting broad 
powers to President-elect Roosevelt to 
reorganize the government in the in- 
terest of economy. 

Final congressional action on the 
bankruptcy bill came with house ap- 
proval of senate amendments by a 
207 to 26 vote. The measure was 
supported by both democratic and re- 
publican leaders. : 

For individuals, this briefly is how 
the new bankruptcy bill works: 

Individuals may file voluntary pe- 
tition with the federal courts. Se- 
cured and unsecured creditors will be 
notified, and a custodian of the prop- 
erty will be appointed by the court 
after inventory is taken, Creditors 
will be called to meet to consider 
terms of composition or extension of 
the debts. Seeured debts can not be 
impaired. The court then, will confirm 
or reject a proposal agreed upon by 
a majority of the creditors. Claims 
must be free of usury. If fraud is 
shown witin six months, the court 
may reinstate the case. 

For farmers: 

Upon application of 15 farmers in 
a given area, the court may appoint 
a qualified conciliation commissioner, 
and for five years after enactment of 
the legislation individual farmers may | 
file petitions. 

The property of a petitioner will be 
inventoried and secured and unsecured 
creditors called to meet to consider a 
compromise of cxtension proposals by 
the farmer. 

A major of the creiitors may ap- 
prove a compromise and ask for con- 
firmation by the court. The propesal 
will be confirmed if the court is sat- 
isfied it includes equitable and feasi- 
ble liquidation for sectired creditors 
and financial rehabilitation of the

Text of Smith Cotton Bill. 
_ Now Before the President 


WASHINGTON, March 1.—(AP)~ 
The text of the Smith cotton Dill, 
passed by the house and senate aad 
sent to President Hoover: 


That there is hereby created in the 
department of agriculture a cotton 
board (hereinafter referred to as the 
board). Such board shall consist of 
six members, to be appointed by the 
secretary of agriculture, all of whom 
shall be qualified and experienced in 
either the purchasing, handling or 
production of cotton. The members 
of the board shall receive no compen- 
sation for their services but shall be 


paid their actual and necessary ex- 


penses incurred in the performance of 
their duties." They shall hold office 
during the pleasure of the secretary 
of agriculture. 

Section 2. The secretary of agricul- 
ture, the federal farm board, and all 
other departments and agencies of the 
government are hereby directed— 

(a) To sell to the said cotton board 
at such price as may be agreed upon 
by the secretary of agriculture and 
i board all cotton now owned by 

em. | 

b) To take such action and to 
make such settlements as are neces- 
sary in order to acquire full legal 
title to all cotton on which money 
has been loaned or advanced, apon 
such terms as they may deem fair 
and just, and to sell this cotton also 
to the board in the same manner 
as is provided in the preceding para- 
graph hereof. 

Section 3. The board shall have 
authority to borrow money upon all 
cotton in its possession or control and 
deposit as collateral for such loans 
the warehouse receipts for such cot- 
ton, 

Section 4. The Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation is hereby ‘author- 
ized ‘and directed to advance money 
and to make loans to the board in 
such amounts and upon such terms 
as may be agreed tipon by the board 
and the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration, with such warehouse fe- 
celpts as collateral security. 

ection 5. The secretary of agri- 
culture, under such rules and regula- 
tions as he may pfescribe, is hereby 
authorized and directed to enter into 
contracts with the producers of cot- 
ton to sell to any such producer an 
amount of cotton, in the hands of the 
board, equivalent in amount to the 
amount of reduction in production of 
cotton by such producer below the 
amount produced by him in the pre- 


ceding crop year, in all cases where 
such producer agrees in writing to 
reduce the amount of cotton produced 
by him in 1933, below his production 
in the previous year, by not less than 
30 per centum, without increase in 
commercial fertilization per acre. 

To any such producer so agreeing 
to reduce production the secretary of 
agriculture shall deliver a non-negoti- 
able option contract agreeing to sell 
to said producer an amount of cot- 
ton equivalent to the amount of his 
estimated reduction of the cotton in 
the possession and control of the 
board. 


The producer is to have the option 
to buy said cotton at the avérage 
price paid by the board for the cot- 
ton procured under -Sections 2 and 8 
and is to have the right at any time 
up to January 1, 1934, to exercise his 
option, upon proof that he has com- 
plied with his contract and with all 
the rules and regulations of the sec- 
retary of agriculture .with respect 
thereto, by taking said cotton upon 
payment by him of his option price 
and all actual carrying charges on 
such cotton; or the board may sell 
such cotton for the account of such 
producer, paying him the excess of 
the market price at the date of salé 
over the market price at the date of 
his contract after deducting all ac- 
tual and necesgary carrying charges: 
Provided, than no event shall the 
producer be held responsible or liable 
for financial Joss incurred in the hold- 
ing of such cotton or on account of 
the carrying charges therein: Provid- 
ed further, that such agreement to 
curtail cotton production shall con- 
tain a further provision that such 
cotton producer shall not use the land 
taken out of cotton production for the 
production for sale directly or in- 
directly of any other nationally pro- 
= agricultural commodity or prod- 
uct, 


Section 6. The board shall sell the 
cotton held by it at its discretion: 
Provided, that it shall dispose of all 
cotton held by it by March 1, 1935: 
Provided further, that the board is 
authorized: to sell unlimited amounts. 
at any time a price equivalent to net 
less than 10 cents basis middling sev- 
en-eighths inch staple at the ports 
can be procured. 

Section 7. The secretary of agricul- 
ture is hereby authorized and directed 
to make all necessary: rules and reg- 
ulations and to employ such officers 
and employes as are necessary to 
execute the provisions of this act.

The commission then will certify 
the reorganization plan to the court, 
and no plan can be approved that has 
not been certified by this government 
agency, but if it declines to certify 
a plan-it must file its decision with 
the court. 

Confirmation of the plan will dis- 
charge the debtor from its debts ex- 
cept as provided in the plan. No court 
or trustees can change the wages or 
working conditions of employes except 
in the manner prescribed by the rail- 
road labor act, and “yellow dog” con- 
tracts are barred. Low fees are fixed 
in all cases.

Tonight there 
was no indication how the Tammany 
group will go after the first ballot, 
which will show a complimentary vote 
for Representative Cullen, Tammany, 
realizing the importance of its’ bloc 
of votes, is said to be dickering with 
the leading candidates for concessions, 
having an eye on the floor leadership 
or the office of party whip.

_ McDuffie is reported to have the 
influence of Speaker Garner back of 
him. There also are a number of 
northern democrats, who, not being in 
the running for speaker themselves,

There were rumors about the capi- 
tol today that a motion would be 
made to have secret ballots in the 
election of a candidate for speaker.

NEW SEWER DISTRICT (DR. DUGGAN TESTIFIES 


APPROVED BY SENATE 


Trustees Empowered To Is- 
sue Revenue Bonds Pro- 
vided in Measure. 


Creation of the Atlanta sewer dis- 
trict, to be governed by a board of 


trustees empowered to collect a serv- 
ice charge and issue revenue bonds, 
was approved Wednesday by the 
state senate in passing a bill draft- 
ed by a committee of officials of 
local political subdivisions as a sub- 
stitute for the origina! Duii. 

The redrawn bill eliminates the 
proposed bond issue and taxing pow- 
ers of the board of trustees, but pro- 
vides for construction and mainte- 
nance work to be carried on by loans 
from the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration. The loans would be secured 
with revenue bonds and repaid from 
the proposed service charge of 20 
cents a month on each fixture con- 
necting with the sewer sv°tem. 

The bill goes to the se for its 
consideration. It would empower the 
board of trustees with the right of 
eminent domain to condemn property 
for rights of way and would give the 
board the power to buy existing sewer 
systems in the district.

PROFESSORS OVER-EMPHASIZED. 


Since the newspapers gave so much space to the Carnegie 
Foundation report of a couple of years ago which told of the 
over-emphasis of football, there seems to be no reason why the 
latest report of the Foundation should be neglec¢gd. : 

On the very day which saw Dr. Nicholas Murray 
Butler, the well-known educator, give to the nation his 
cure for the depression, Dr. Henry Sazallo, head of the 
Carnegie Foundation for the Advancement of Teaching, 
gave out a bulletin urging less emphasis on the professor 
and more on those who would be taught. 

This is something of poetic justice. Because it seems that 
the professors have heen fooling us for a long, lone time. They 
joined in solemnly assuring us that the Carnegie report on foot- 
ball was exactly correct. 

They pointed a finger at the Foundation, they even 
waggled it to make it more emphatic, and said that there 
was an incorruptible organization, and an infallible one. 
They had known all along that coaches got too much 
money, that football received too much attention and 


‘one of the owners, 


so forth. And now the Foundation turns against the - 

professor. It seems that the professors have been over- 

emphasizing themselves, if the infallible Foundation be 
correct, at the expense of the students. 

And so I hope that all the college presidents, who make up 
the Knights of the Round Table for the Southeastern confer- 
ence, and all the professors under them will read Dr. Sazallo’s 
Carnegie report. Let there be more emphasis of the student 
and not the professor. 


THE COLUMBIA PROBE. 

Football has won another victory. The Columbia football 
team, which enjoyed an excellent and successful season under 
the direction of Lou Little, had the finger of suspicion pointed 
at it by one of those student publications, whose editor wanted 
to get his name in the papers 

The paper asked for an investigation. And Dr. Nich- 
olas Murray Butler, the head of Columbia University, 
agreed and appointed the commission. The committee 
was an impartial one and it labered for six months. Last 
week it brought out its report. 

The Columbia football team was found to be 100 per cent 
pure. There was nothing wrong with its personnel. There 
were no evils of subsidies, and so forth. 

The Carnegie Foundation also came through with a 
report saying that football had been purified and was 

no longer to be regafded with suspicion. 

This is most unusual—a successful team and ne certivied 
as pure in heart. |

A CORBETT-SULLIVAN ECHO. 
“Dear Grantland: I am’ positive 
that you would never do an injustice 
to anyone—that is, knowingly—in giv- 
ing Harry Weldon credit as Corbett’s 
only supporter. As I was one of a 
few who gave Corbett a chance 
against Sullivan, I will beg your in- 
dulzgence while I revert to the facts. 

“I was sports editor of the Detroit 
Free Press in my home town and 
sports correspondent of the New York 
Sun. In 1890 I received an offer to 
join the sports staff of the Sun, and 
accepted. In July, 1892, I was as- 
signed to cover the training camps of 
both men, Sullivan at Shinnecock 
Hills, L. I., and Corbett at Asbury 
Park. : 
“At Corbett’s camp I asked him if 
he were not afraid of Sullivan’s ter- 
rific punches. ‘Yes,’ he replied. ‘I’m 
afraid he might hit. me on the shoul- 
der blade.’ 

“Sullivan I found paunchy and ill- 
conditioned. 

“T was then instructed to-write an 
article giving my opinion as to the 
probable winner. I did so, and _ the 
next night 25 or 30 exasperated Sul- 
livanites called st the old Sun build- 
ing next to Brooklyn bridge entrance, 
and wanted to gee the writer who 
nicked Corbett to whip Sullivan. For- 
tunately for me, I was out on assign- 
ment and escaped harm. 

“As a matter of fact, anyone seek: 
ing a fight had but to exrress an 
opinion unfavorable to Sullivan, and 
the odds of 5 and 6 to 1 were in 
force right up to the day of the con- 
test. ‘ 
“There were many larger, stronger 
and heavier hitters than James J. 
Corbett, in the days when the Cali- 
fornian wag> in’ his prime, but I 
strongly doubt if any heavyweight 
boxer, past or present, ever combined 
in himself all the remarkable qualifi- 
cations possessed by Corbett in the 
summer of 1892, when he was pre- 
paring himself for a_ title contest 
with John L. Sullivan, who held the 
American championship. 

“T shall never forget the impression 
the Californian made on me. The 
challenger for Sullivan’s title was 
working at a wrist strengthening ma- 
chine when I arrived, and he was the 
personification of athletic perfection. 
He stood 6 feet 1 inch tall, weighed 
178 pounds, without an ounce of su- 
perfluous flesh, had the speed of a 
whippet, an eye like an eagle, and 
unlimited self-confidence. _ Sincerely,

During these processes, which 
are actually mental photographs, the 
hand undergoes further transforma- 
influence of values 
shown nor denied by opponents. 
Another comparison of plastic val- 
uation would be with the mental proc- 
‘esses of a scientist or a great detec- 
| tive. Your partner’s calls (whether 
they are bids or passes) are clues that 
help you to mentally picture his hand 
/as a whole. If your partner has previ- 


‘ ously passed or has not yet bid, you 


then mathematically assume a certain 
reasonable share of losers in his hand, 
and these you add, for the time be- 
ing, to your own hand. This assump- 
tion, like the hypothesis of a scien- 
tist, may be instantly invalidated 
when partner’s or opponents’ bids dis- 
close some new information. 

One of the most important ques- 
tions to decide in this method of hand 
valuation is whether a player should 
count his winners or his losers. Some 
determine their losers by counting 
their winners and deducting them 
from 13. Others deduct the losers 
and thus determine the winners. The 
same result is attained by 


facility in mental processes, 
a tremendous difference. It is a fun- 
damental law of the human mind that 
it naturally tends to take shért cuts, 
rebelling against difficult thought 
processes. As a rule, winners should 
be counted at no-trump bids and los- 
ers should be counted at trump bids, 
particularly when the hand is of un- 
balanced distribution. Whenever the 
bidding of partner and opponents en- 
ables the player to place suit lengths 
and key cards. counting the losers 
will prove to be the shortest and 
easiest method of valuing the hand.

Moratorium measures to protect 
banks and their depositors were placed 
in effect Wednesday by Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Alabama, Oklahoma, Louis- 
iana and California.

_ "We consider,” Gormley said, “Geor- 
gia banks to be in as good or better 
position than banks in any other state 
in this country and a holiday is not 
deemed necessary here.”

Arthur Hind, 77, who owned one of 
the most complete stamp collections In 
the world and won international no- 
tice on one occasion by outbidding the 
king of England for a rare 20 shill- 
ing Niger Coast stamp, died today 
in Miami, Fla.
